A Half Face Camp.

"We, too; can indulge in long 


distance "artillery practice if we care 
to. However, we refuse to endanger 
the lives of civilians uselessly." 


From a thickly beposied valley o 


French Lorraine literally knee-dee] 
in buttercups and black-eyed-susies 
we began to climb to the summit o: 
this mountainette which rises 
ab- 


ruptly from the plain and does no: 
stop until its head is far above the 
surrounding country-side. Now an< 
then—practically every day—shells 
follow its contour a hundred feet or 
so above the surface to drop into 
the town of Pont-a-Moussen, now 
on its way to its two-hundredth 
bombardment by the Germans since 
•the commencement of the war. Its 
slopes are under cultivation even 
now and as we toiled upwards, we 
passed an old man and a woman 
probably his daughter or daughter- 
in-law 
(husband' in the army, o: 


course) taking care of the grape- 
vines which are to yield, German 
shells permitting, their quota of th 
lovely pinkish and most palatable 
liquid, the "rose wine of Lorraine." 


At the top of the hill is a cluster 


of houses dating, perhaps from th. 
sixteenth or seventeenth century 
'One'would say some former Lord b 
Lorraine had had his castles strong- 
hold there and the houses remaining 
were those of his dependents and his 
men of war. Through a boyau, or 
trench, we gained what was left o: 
a tiny chapel, the stained glass win 
dows reduced to powder, the plaei 
of total wreck.
